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Mum’s narrow escape 
as ceiling collapses

LUTON COUNCIL has 
launched an investigation 
after part of a bedroom ceil¬ 
ing collapsed, narrowly 
missing a woman. 

Care worker Sarah Jephson, 
of Denham Close, Marsh 
Farm, was leaving for work 
on April 7 when the falling 
ceiling in her council home 
just missed her. 

Two weeks earlier, on 
March 25, water had began 
leaking in their loft following 
refurbishment work by coun¬ 
cil workers. 

Mrs Jephson, and her hus¬ 
band Ian, 51, expressed their 
concern after noticing a 
bulge had appeared in the 
ceiling of their 12-year-old 
daughter’s bedroom. 

But workmen assured the 
couple that it would ‘dry out’, 
with a surveyor visiting the 
property to take photos and 
telling them it was safe. 

Mrs Jephson said: “When 
they first came the guy doing 
the works said he made a 
mistake with the pipes and 
that the loft was leaking. 

“I was told it was fine and 
that the water would dry 
eventually - but it didn’t. Two 
days later I noticed a bulge in 
my daughter’s ceiling which 
then moved to my room. 

“I asked the workmen about 
it but they said it would be 


fine. I don’t understand how 
they could say that because 
everyday it kept getting 
bigger. 

“One of the workmen even 
said they tell people it will be 
okay to stop them worrying. 

“On the morning it col¬ 
lapsed I was getting ready to 
leave for work when I real¬ 
ised I had forgotten 
something. 

“I went to my room to get it 
and just as I was leaving the 
whole thing came down. The 
debris brushed my shoulder 
so imagine if it had happened 
a few moments before.” 

The upstairs rooms of the 
couple’s house have been 
without electricity since 
Monday March 25 and they 
have had to send their 
daughter Adelaide to a rela¬ 
tive while repairs have been 
carried out. 

Repairs to the ceiling began 
on Tuesday and the council 
expects them to be finished 
sometime during this week. 

A spokeswoman said: “A 
ceiling collapse is a very 
unpleasant experience and 
we sympathise with Mr and 
Mrs Jephson, and have 
already apologised to them.” 

She added: “A thorough 
investigation into the situa¬ 
tion and the lead-up to it is 
already under way.”

BEDFORDSHIRE Police are con¬ 
tinuing investigations into the 
murder of Luton man Paul Foster. 

The 46-year-old was shot and 
killed on Tuesday, April 9, after an 
incident outside a house in Brunei 
Road, in Lewsey Farm, just before 
midnight. 

Officers were called to the Luton 
and Dunstable Hospital in the 
early hours of Wednesday morn¬ 
ing, after Paul had been taken to 
hospital for treatment to a gun¬ 
shot wound. He died shortly after 
arrival. 

On Thursday, a post mortem 
revealed that Paul, who was mar¬ 
ried with children, had died from 
a gunshot wound to his chest. 

Two men have since been arrest¬ 
ed and bailed in connection with 
the murder. 

The first man, aged 21 and from 
Luton, was arrested on suspicion 
of murder on Thursday, from an 
address in the town, while the 
second man, aged 24 and also 
from Luton, handed himself in to 
police on Thursday afternoon. 

Both were questioned by detec¬ 
tives from the Bedfordshire, 
Cambridgeshire and 

Hertfordshire Major Crime Unit 
and released on police bail pend¬ 
ing further investigation.

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Girl, 7, launches website 
to help autism sufferers

A SEVEN-YEAR-OLD girl has set up a 
website to help raise awareness about 
autism after her brother was diagnosed 
with the condition. 

Having been inspired by the Pride of 
Britain awards on television, young 
Jessica Frost, of Fisher Close in Barton- 
le-Clay, was adamant she wanted to 
make life better for her little brother 
Max, aged five. 

With a little help she set up a website 
called ‘Jessica’s Acorn’, which she now 
uses to share news about fundraising 
events that have been organised, and 
information about autism. 

Her uncle, Mike Notschild said: 
“Jessica has always said from a very 
early age that she would like to start a 
charity to help Max, but after she saw 
the awards ceremony on TV there was 
no stopping her. 

“It was then we decided we had to give 
it a go and make it come true for her. 

“The idea for the name of the fund 
came from Jessica herself. 

“She was aware that lots of people give 
money to charity already, but thought 
that if people were willing to donate 
their spare change it would eventually 
grow into a large amount - like an acorn 
into an oak tree.

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New concern over 
internet stalkers

INTERNET tools that allow users to reveal their 
exact whereabouts could help cyberstalkers track 
potential victims, an expert has warned. 

Professor Carsten Maple, pictured, from the 
University of Bedfordshire, said the emergence of 
tools which publish an individual’s location on 
popular social media sites is creating an overlap 
between people’s online and offline lives. 

He was speaking in the run up to the nationwide 
National Stalking Awareness Day on Thursday 

Professor Maple is a co-director of the national 
centre for cyberstalking research which is based at 
the university. 

It houses analysts and researchers from different 
fields such as law, psychology and technology, who 
investigate and advise on issues surrounding 
cyberstalking. 

He said: “Recently we have been looking at geolo¬ 
cation and how that ties together someone’s online 
and physical presence. 

“There is much more crossover between a per¬ 
son’s online persona and what they do in the 
physical world when they are offline. So that can 
be a tool used to locate someone. 

“We’ve also noticed that there’s been a change in 
the victims and perpetrators involved in stalking 
incidents. There’s been a shift from the traditional 



scenario of males stalking females to situations 
now where males stalk males and females stalk 
females.” 

Professor Maple also said this year’s theme for 
the stalking awareness day was publicising the fact 
that online users can approach the police if they 
are experiencing any issues. 

He said cases of people being killed as a result of 
harassment which began online highlighted the 
need for more awareness as some of these victims 
could have approached the authorities for help. 

He added: “Cyberstalking is a criminal offence 
and if there are people out there living in fear of 
this they can come to organisations such as the 
stalking helpline, the police or ourselves and we 
can help.”

AN EAGLE-EYED driver has spotted a num¬ 
ber of spelling mistakes on signs at the 
re-opened Library car park in Luton. 

Two signs at the entrance of the facility in 
Library Road, state: ‘Please note the traiffs 
apply 24 hours’.

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‘No-show’ patients 
cost hospital £2m

AROUND one in ten patients at 
the Luton and Dunstable 
Hospital have failed to attend 
their scheduled appointments in 
the last year - at a cost of £2m. 

These figures equate to more 
than 28,000 missed appoint¬ 
ments between 2012-13 alone. 

In an attempt to reduce these 
numbers the L&D will introduce 
a new telephone reminder sys¬ 


tem this summer, which is pre¬ 
dicted to reduce the 'Did Not 
Arrive’ (DNA) rate significantly. 

It is also hoped that the confir¬ 
mation system will improve the 
time a patient has to wait before 
receiving an appointment, and 
ensure clinics run smoothly. 

A spokesman for the Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital said: “Staff 
understand that some patients 
have valid reasons for not being 
able to inform the Trust that they 
can’t make their appointment. 


“They may be too ill to tele¬ 
phone or they may call too late in 
for the hospital to offer the 
appointment to another patient. 

“But every time someone miss¬ 
es a hospital appointment they 
still need to be seen another day, 
and another patient could have 
been seen instead. 

“At the L&D we already send a 
text message to many patients to 
remind them of their appoint¬ 
ment and we are committed to 
improving our services.”

Our green space should not be built on

Luton Borough Council 
if they ever listen to the 
people who trusted 
them enough to vote for 
them.

All they will gain is 13 
social houses. Ten oth¬ 
ers are to be shared 
ownership and the 


remaining 33 will be 
sold at full price by 
Catalyst homes, quite a 
profit I would think if 
each house sells for 
over £100,000. Luton 
could have given the 
Westlea’s site, on 
Leagrave Road, to 
Catalyst Homes to build 
on, yet they are selling 
this large piece of land 
to a developer. 

‘Vote for us’ the 
Labour Party will say 
when the elections 
come, yet how can we 
trust a council who 
refuse to listen to the 
people who voted for 
them last time? 

Maybe they think we 
will forget how much of 
our money they have 
wasted or how they 
never ask us before 
spending huge sums of 
money on projects we 
don’t want.

Clearing things up

I work at Imperial College 
London as a safety manager, and 
have been working in the profes¬ 
sion for the past 12 years. 

I hope this helps to put my 
comments below into context. 

First of all ladders have not 
been banned and using them 
does not breach any health and 
safety law. Simply put it is a mat¬ 
ter of assessment - in fact the 
HSE itself has a guidance note 
on safe use of ladders . 

As for the conkers story this is 
one of the oldest chestnuts 
around. A well-meaning head 
teacher decided children should 
wear safety goggles to play conk¬ 
ers (not the HSE). 

Subsequently some schools 
appear to have banned conkers 
on ‘health & safety’ grounds or 
made children wear goggles. 
Realistically the risk from play¬ 
ing conkers is incredibly low and 
just not worth bothering about. 
If kids deliberately hit each other 
over the head with conkers (or 
triangular flapjacks), that’s a 
discipline issue. 

The common theme here is 
that there is a confusion about 
health and safety law and 
application of the requirements 
in the workplace.

A S so often is the case, it 
could be years before we 
know how good, or bad, 
this Government is. I 
predict bad to be the most likely 
adjective, probably with an 
adverb in front. 

And, of course, it is the young 
who will be hit hardest and 
longest, although I have reached 
the age where I am starting to 
worry about my pension and 
whether it is safe to keep what 
money I have in banks and 
building societies. 

A new report by Unicef states 
that children and young people 
in this country face a pretty 
bleak future. Another report 
highlights that the effects of the 
benefits cuts will not be spread 
evenly but the people outside the 
South-East will be hit hardest. 
Nothing new there, then. 

One of the bleakest elements of 
the Unicef report concerns 
education for young people. This 
country is bottom of the 29 
advanced countries when it 
comes to offering further 
education. 

And, with university tuition 
fees having recently trebled, this 
can only get worse. 

Which is very sad news for 
today’s youth but even sadder 
news for the country. 

Every other developed - and 
developing - country recognises 
that education is vital in acquir¬ 
ing an intelligent and flexible 
workforce and that such a work¬ 
force is vital in securing work. 


The future’s not looking 
bright for young people 


But not for the UK and not for 
this Government. 

As a result we will not just slide 
to the bottom of the list, but to 
the bottom of an ever increasing 
list, as developing countries, in 
Latin America, Asia and East Asia 
overtake us. Not a legacy anyone 
is likely to be proud of, but my 
last prediction is that the 
Government, and its members, 
will not be to blame. 

As Machiavelli said of 
Government a long time ago: 
‘Take credit for the good news 
and let others take the blame for 
the bad news.’ I bet David 
Cameron has read that one, in 
between watching X-Factor. 

P OLICE chiefs and some 
top judges have come up 
with their latest attempt 
on curbing the press. 

They want to keep the names of 
people arrested secret. 

It cannot be a coincidence that 
this call has come following the 
arrests of a few celebs as part of 
the Jimmy Savile investigation. 

Already some forces do not 
name people arrested but judges 
want this enshrined in law as 
part of the Leveson proposals. 


Lord Leveson has supported 
the idea and is calling for the 
change. 

As many keep saying - but a lot 
more are not listening - statutory 
restriction on the press is a 
slippery slope. The rich and 
powerful in this country are just 
that: rich and powerful. 

It is hard enough as it is to 
investigate and report on these 
people. But some of them want 
there to be no investigating and 
reporting, unless of course it is 
for stories that flatter their ego. 

Of course for those who know 
where to look, the names are 
always on the web, which these 
judges seem unaware exists. 

Years ago my former boss Frank 
Branston once quipped that our 
job is to comfort the afflicted 
and afflict the comfortable. 

That job looks like getting 
harder and harder. 

F INALLY, with regard to 
the passing of Mrs 
Thatcher, I think it best to 
stick to the old maxim, 
that my mum used to tell me - if 
you can’t say anything nice 
don’t say anything at all. So I am 
saying nothing.

ve celebrates 
move to town 


A heritage project documenting the migration of 
families from Ireland to Luton has now been 
officially launched. ‘Catching the Boat’ is an 
online archive which contains the stories of 
people who made the move to the town. Our 
reporter, LAUREN ARCHELL, finds out more 


THE remarkable tales of people 
who travelled from Ireland to 
start a new life in Luton have 
been collated in a new online 
archive. 

The project, called ‘Catching 
the Boat’ which was organised 
by the Luton Irish Lorum, seeks 
to celebrate the impact the Irish 
community has had on the town 
over the years. 

A team of volunteers, includ¬ 
ing students from Barnfield 
College, as well as members of 
the community, were recruited 
and trained to collect and cata¬ 
logue oral and written histories 
of residents who wanted to 
share their stories. 

The information that has been 
gained provides a fascinating 
insight into the working lives of 
immigrants in areas which were 
popular among the community, 
including car manufacturing, 
mechanics, construction, 
nursing and domestic services. 

Many of the tales of those who 
have been interviewed are emo¬ 
tional, often telling of their trep¬ 
idation about moving to a new 
town and indeed country. 

However, just as many con¬ 
clude by saying that the town 
has offered them a better life. 

A large crowd welcomed the 


unveiling of the heritage project 
last week. 

John Boyle, current Luton & 
District Irish Person of the Year 
cut the ribbon at the launch and 
spoke first hand of his experi¬ 
ence in coming to England. 

He said: “My story was similar 
to many families who moved to 
Luton in the 50s and 60s. 

“It was difficult but the Irish 
community had an aptitude to 
learn very quickly and work 
extremely hard.” 

In addition to the online 
archive, existing recordings, 
images and artefacts have been 
collected to produce an exhibi¬ 
tion which is held at Kathleen 
Connolly House on Hitchin, 
Road, Luton. 

Noelette Hanley, chief officer 


at the Irish Lorum, is still 
encouraging local people to 
get involved. 

She said: “The tales that we are 
hearing are very moving and are 
a testament of true human spirit 
and endeavour. 

“It is important that we record 
as many accounts as we can.”

AS A MARKER for the Hatters’ progression, 
their 1-1 draw with fifth-placed Grimsby 
Town was as good as any. 

Having already lost to the Mariners twice this 
season in the league and FA Trophy, Luton’s 
performance on Friday night exhibited a fight 
and doggedness that fans will wish they had 
seen more of during this frustrating campaign. 

Town held their own against a purposeful 
Grimsby outfit, who are already guaranteed a 
play-off spot, and they also gained the satisfac¬ 
tion of, temporarily at least, climbing back into 
the top eight. 


Alex Lawless bagged an equaliser at 
Kenilworth Road, and hopes to sign a new deal 
at the club shortly.

Nutley has 
fight on his 
hands for 
Saints place

BEING in the same side as some of the 
best back row players in the country is 
exactly what Ben Nutley wants - aside 
from the fact it means he has to fight 
even harder to earn a place in the 
Northampton Saints side. 

The Luton-born flanker has managed 
four starts from his nine first team 
appearances this season, with his pro¬ 
gress being slightly interrupted at the 
start of this year after he suffered an ankle 
injury. 

With England international Tom Wood 
back at the club and Calum Clark return¬ 
ing from injury, the 21-year-old’s chances 
of starting in the final three Aviva 
Premiership games looklimited. However, 
it serves as motivation for Nutley. 

“Other than that, I wouldn’t want to be 
in any other environment,” said Nutley. 
“The quality we have here can only help 
me improve. 

“If I’m getting in the team ahead of them 
then maybe England are looking at me, so 
that’s what you’ve got to think about. 

“They’re great players and it’s good to 
learn from them every day, on and off the 
pitch. 

“They’re really helpful and it’s not like 
they shun you because you’re in the same 
position. 

“If you prove your point and show you’re 
a good enough player they will help you 
out.” 

Nutley has won plenty of admirers both 
in and outside the club ever since break¬ 
ing into the first team in 2010, not least of 
all Wood after being impressed with his 
efforts on the training ground every day. 

“He’s a great lad, he works very hard and 
he’s really open-minded,” said Wood. “He 
takes any advice on board, he listens, but 
he also contributes. 

“We’re not mothering anybody; he’s a 
valued member of the squad, he’s just one 
of the other players among us and he 
competes hard on a daily basis.” 

Nutley is at least set to be on the replace¬ 
ments bench for Saints’ trip to London 
Welsh today, and is aiming to play some 
part as the side bid to secure a place in the 
Premiership semi-finals in the remaining 
regular season games. 

He is also looking at a long-term aim of 
establishing himself in the side, but 
knows he must keep impressing 
Northampton director of rugby Jim 
Mallinder and forwards coach Dorian 
West if he is to do that. 

“I hope I keep putting that question in 
the coaches’ mind that I’m almost there 
and I keep knocking on the door,” said 
Nutley. 

“But you look at the quality we have got 
in the back five and there are internation¬ 
als all over the park. 

“I’m only a young guy and I’ve got a long 
career ahead of me, and hopefully I can 
continue how I’m going.”

JOHN Still is adamant that 
Hatters fans will soon be 
watching an entertaining 
brand of attacking football. 

Luton held promotion-push¬ 
ing Grimsby Town to a 1-1 draw 
at Kenilworth Road on Friday 
night and, with over 20 attempts 
at goal, Still’s growing side 
could and should have had 
more. 

“I thought we played some 
great football at a great tempo 
and showed a glimpse of what I 
think we can do,” he said. 

“I think that, gradually, peo¬ 
ple are understanding what we 
require. I think that it’s a glim¬ 
mer of what we can achieve but 
that’s still a way to come. 

“Against Lincoln [on Tuesday] 
we showed a glimpse and today 
we’ve shown a glimpse.” 

The players received warm 
applause after Friday’s display 
for a dominant performance 
against a side who, earlier in the 


season, humiliated the Hatters 
4-1 and 3-0. 

And Still says the home fans 
will have lots more to be pleased 
about in the not-too-distant 
future. 

“The team will have a way of 
playing that, I think, will be 
great to watch because we want 
to cross the ball, we want to 
move the bah quickly,” he said. 

Still is positive about the pro¬ 
gress the side has made, while, 
at the same time, acknowledg¬ 
ing that much work is yet to be 
done. 

“Since I’ve been here, I’ve 
been reasonably pleased,” he 
said. “What I’m after will be so 
different from what they’re 
used to, in the training, the fit¬ 
ness aspect, the conditioning 
aspect and the playing aspect. 

“Once we get the right levels of 
fitness, gradually we can wear 
teams down and I think that’s 
what we’ve done a bit today. 

“Our teamwork was good 
today but it can be better and I 
think that’s a key to lots of it. 

“It’s just takes time. Gradually 
we’ll have everybody working 
the same way.” 


Meanwhile, Still says he 
knows which players he wants 
to sign, with proceedings 
beginning over the next couple 
of weeks. 

“I’m clear on where I want to 
go,” he said. “I know who I want 
and, if I don’t get that, we know 
where we’ll go after that. 

“No-one’s coming in [before 
the end of the season] but we’ve 
identified some people that we 
want and we’ll be making in¬ 
roads in that area in the next 
week or two. 

“I know the type of players I 
want so the people that I want 
have to fall into that category. 

“If I can’t get that, I’ll wait 
until the one in that category 
comes along.” 

Still is adamant he will not be 
pushed into panic-buying, even 
at the expense of the squad’s 
depth for next season. 

“I’m not going to sign some¬ 
one just for the space,” he said. 

“I’ll sign who I want and if I’ve 
got to wait for others, I’ll wait 
for another year if they’re under 
contract. 

“Will we get everyone we 
want? No, I doubt it.”
